(including Korea and Formos.) progiices 
only 72.200,000 keku, that is, no .more 
than {1 per, cent. of the total output of 
rice in thc’ world, 663,930,000 kolku, of 
which 300,000,000 koku, that is, 43.4 per 
cent. is produced in China, despite the 
extremely rough-and-ready fnanner of 
cultivation pursued-there.. In productive 
technique: . moreover, Japan falls far 
behind a country like, Spain which is 
inhabitated by a,wheat-eating nation, for 
while the Spanish produce rice (hulled) 
to the extent 2 koku per hectare, we 
in Japan produce no more than “17.6 
koku’ per ‘hectare.
